EQUATORIAL GUINEA FOSTERS RELATIONS WITH SPAIN 

MALABO (June 25, 2010) - Equatorial Guinea's (Republica de Guinea Eeuatorial) 
Secretary of State for Consular Affairs and Cultural Rights, Esperanza Gertmdis Davies 
Eiso met with Ambassador Manuel Gomcz-Accbo Rodriguez-Spited of Spain to discuss 
bilateral relations between Spain and Equatorial Guinea.
